San Francisco Plans 


Addition to Water Front 


San Francisco.—The water front of 


San Francisco will be extended 20 
miles beyond Its present limits for 
the development of a great Industrial 
section, If the United States gOTern- 
ment approves plans for dredging; a 
deep-water ship canal south from 
Hunter's point, in San Francisco, to 
Bavenswood In San Mateo county. 
The project is being pushed not only 
by San Francisco, but by every city 
and district for 50 miles down the 
peninsula to San Jose. 


Besides dredging a channel, It la 


planned to reclaim 20,000 acres of 
tidelands for Industrial sites. 
The 


land would be reclaimed through use 
of the dredged earth. 


Government aid has been asked 


only for the channel. The reclamation 
and wharfage Improvements are to be 
undertaken by private Interests, to- 
gether with the Btata and the counties 
Involved. The entire project will in- 
volve, many millions of dollars. 


San Francisco has a water front 


that Is owned and operated by the 
public. Title to the property Is in the 
state of California and harbor affair* 
are administered by a board of three 
harbor commissioners. 


The city at present has 15 miles of 


berthing space

peated application of these poisonous 
preparations has resulted sometimes 
in severe and unsightly skin 
erup- 


tions, and at other times in much 
more serious illness.

For this reason it is beat to buy only

supplies the skin with millions of 
minute openings called 'pores.' 
To 


keep the skin clear and healthy these 
pores must be kept open. Skin dis- 
orders have been known to result 
from obstruction of the pores by 
rouges, creams and pastes, which are 
allowed to temain on the skin.

and judicial functions. After the de- 
struction of Jerusalem in 70 A. D., this 
council led a migratory existence, and 
finally established Itself at Babylon. 
It became wholly extinct In the year 
425 A; D.—Kansas City Star.

ROTHSCHH-iDS. 


The first ol the Rothschilds to win 


fame as a financier was Mayer Am- 
achel, the founder of the great bank- 
ing dynasty, who died In a rambling 
old house, bearing the device ol a red 
shield, in the ghetto ol Frankfort-On- 
Main, just 112 years ago today. At 
the bedside of the venerable Jew 
were five sons, and these, with his 
dying breath, the father admonished 
to be loyal to the religion of Israel, to 
obey their mother and to accept .her 
advice on all matters, to intermarry 
and to remain united to the end. By 
obeying these rules, he whispered to 
them, they would become the richest 
taen in the world. His prophecy came 
through, for the Rothschiffl-s dynasty 
of bankers controls billions. 


EMPRESS IRE.VK 


Of Constantinople was an Athenian 


orphan. In 769 A. D., at the^age o/ 
17 she married Leo IV, Emperor ot 
Constantinople, who later banished 
her because of her attachment to 
image -worship, which was prohibited 
by the Greek Cuurch. On the death 
of Leo in 780, she returned to the 
City and waa associated In the gov- 
ernment of it with her son. Constan- 
tlne VI, then only ten years old. Art- 
ful and cruel, sh« deposed tier son In 
797, even causing his eyes to put out, 
and then reigned alone. 
Sho pro- 


posed marrlaje to Charlemagne, then 
Emperor of The West, in order to 
prevent her Italian dominions from 
conquMt by him. The treaty of mar- 
riage was actually concluded, wlu-n 
Nicephorus, conspired against her,; 


seized her in bed. and banished her 
to :t nunnery on the classic isle of 
Lesbos, rfhe died In the same year 
802. 


On September ninetocnth, in the 


year 3 350, occurred the second great 
battle fought by the English 
French soil in support of their chim- 
erical claim to the throne of France. 


The battlo was won by the Black 


Prince, In the face, as at (Jrecy, of 
overwhelming odds.- While the army 
of the French king mustered sixty 
thousand horse alone — even in these 
days of gigantic armies a very great 
cavalry Torce — besides foot soldiers, 
the whole force of Edward, horse and 
foot together, did not exceed ten 
thousand men. 
A« a mattor ot fact 


the engagement was not of his own 
seeking but forced upon him by his 
having come in contact with the rear 
of tho entire French army near Poi- 
llerg, while on a devastating expedi- 
tion 
from 
Guinne. Finding that 


the 
whole 
country 
around 
him 


was swarming with consternation, 
"God 
help 
us," 
he 
exclaimed, 


and 
then — we 
must 
consider 


how we can best fight them. A strong 
position behind hedges and vineyards 
was taken up, and a whole night 
given up to preparing for tomorrow's 
conflict. 
In the morning King John 


marshalled his forces but just as hos- 
tilities were commencing. Cardinal 
Talleyrand, Papal Legate arrived at 
the French camp and begged permis- 
sion to act as mediator, and the whole 
of that day (Sunday) was spent by 
his Eminence In trotting back and 
forth twixt the two armies. As a mat- 
ter of fact tho Black FrliHte made 
very liberal advances to John, aa he 


promised to restore all the castles 
and towns seized—give up the prison- 
ers—and refrain for seven years fro«a 
Betting foot on the soil ol" France— 
King John, however, confident in the 
superiority of overwhelming forces, 
Insisted on tho Prince and one hun- 
dred of his knights rendering them- 
selves prisoners, a proposition which 
was, of course, indignantly declined. 


The battle was almost a rout for 


the French, and King John was only 
saved from death by being recognized 
by Sir Denis de Morbecquo, a French 
noble, long banished to England for 
lulling a man, Sir Denis was aided in 
saving the King by Earl Warwick and 
Lord Cobhani, who conducted him to 
the niack Prince's tenr. where he was 
received with honor the Prince icsist- 
ing on waiting on him at. table, al- 
though he had just routed his army.

I Why Theater Audiences Are 


Most Prone to It. 


Panic has been defined as any sud- 


den and unreasonable fear or terror 
without any visible cause. 


It owes Its name to the pagan god 


Pan, ivho wns supposed to frequent 
forests and'other wild places In na- 
ture. When the traveler Jn ancient 
times thought the god appeared to him 
Wwas struck with sudden terror, and 
thl« gave rise to the expression "panic 
fwr." 


Though panics not infrequently arise 


when there Is no real or adequate' 
«use, they may also occur In the 
presence of real danger. 


Fear is 'a fundamental instinct 


urging us to avoid danger, usmally by 
flight, (and there can be little doubt 
that it is primarily protective In na- 
ture). 


Ordinary fear Is under our control 


to a large extent and can be influenced 
by our reasoning -power. 'The most 
courageous men are not so in'ucn thosfe' 
who ue without fear as those who are 
able to control it 
. 
'•] 


No other emotion, however, la so" 


readily aroused by suggestion and Imi- 
tation, and in this, Its panic form, fear 
Is both unreasoning and impulsive. 
Seizing upon huge crowds it suddenly 
spreads through them like an Infec- 
tion, resulting in a wild and blind 
rush for safety. 
;; It Is believed that reasoned fear, 
which gives rise to deeds of self-sac- 
rifice and heroism, has its origin in a 
higher part of the brain than mere 
t*nie, which is more-primitive.
